Ry Telearaph to The Times. 

Wasminaton, July 31.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.! In yesterday’s debate on 
Mr. Bowers’s proposition to appropriate 
$250,000 for investigating the extent to 
which the arid regions of the United 
States can be redeemed py irrigation, Sen- 
ator Plumb said: “There 1s no doubt 
about the fruitfulness of that soil. There 
is no doubt about it that, supplied with 
water, it will yield bountifully. I know 
the fertile brains of these gentlemen, and Ll 
suppose the chief of the Geological Survey 
wants another job. There will be employ- 
ment for Congressmen’s sons and relatives 
andfriénds. The Geologic Survey is the 
living hospital of the Government, It 
never has refused employment to single 
relative of a Congressman, or to any one 


to obtaining appropriations, and the ap- 
propriations they ask for are never refused, 
and with one exception it is the only appro- 
priation made in the precise terms re- 
quested, and never diminished in either 
house of Congress. I venture to say for 
what it may be worth, that the money that 
has been expended by the Geological Survey, 
as a ruie, has been the worst expenditure 
since the Government was m de. We have 
heard, of course, a great deal about ethnol- 
oxy; about the disappeared and disappear- 
ing races on the American continent, a large 
portion of which, in my belief, has been 
pure invention, just as absolutely the work 
of the brain of man, without basis of fact, 
as the tales of Baron Munchausen.” 

Senator Stewart defended the director of 
the Geological Bureau, and said that he 
was competent, energetic and enthusiastic. 
The scheme did not originate in the brain 
of Maj. Powell. It originated with the 
Senators from Colorado and himself. 

THE OUTHWAITE BILL. 

The report presented in the Senate today 
by Senator Frve from the Select Committee 
on Pacific Railroads, recommending the 
pomeee of the Outhwaite Union Pacific 

iiroad Funding Bill without amendment, 
is signed by all the members of the com- 
mittee. It deals only with the Union Pa- 
cific Railway and Central branch of the 
Union Pacific. After detailing the provi- 
sions of the Outhwaite Bi:l, and —e 
the op'nion that it fylly protects the inter- 
ests the United States, the report con- 
tinues as follows: 

“If this settlement is adopted, the follow- 
ing advantages are secured: 

“First—All controversies between the 
United States and the companies, such as 
occurred under the existing laws, are 
terminated. 

“Second—All questions as to the invest- 
ment of the sinking fund are ended, as the 
United States at once receives this large 
sum on account of subsidized debt, and 
relieved from all trust obligations to the 
company. 

*“Third—The United States will re- 
ceive before the debt matures, in addition 
to the sinking fund, which at the vaiuation 
of November 1, 1887, was $7,734,083, not 
less than $2,647,500, making a total payment 
of principal before maturity of $10,351,583, 
ol will also receive interest on the entire 
debt every six months, the total payment of 
interest during same period amounting to 
$12,255,767. 

“Fourth—The United States will receive 
a very large amount of additional security,

WASHINGTON (D.C.), July 31.—[By the 
Associated Press.]

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SETTLERS HAVE RIGHT 


DECISION BY JUDGE HUTTON 
AGAINST THE 8. P. R. BR. CO, 


Involving Half a Million Acres of 
Land in Southern California—The 
Question of Settiers’ Hights Ex- 
haustively Canvassed. 


Following is an opinion by Judge Hutton 
of the Superior Court, which was filed Mon- 
day, formal and immaterial parts only being 
omitted: 

Southern Pacific Railroad Company vs. 

Wesley Coble. 

This is an action in the nature of ejectment 
for the N W 4 of section 27, township 1 N, 
range W, San Bernardino base meridian, 
alleging seizen in plaintiff, ouster January 
1, 1885, damages in the sum of $1000 and 
the valne of the rents, issues and Femanes at 
$1000. The complaint was filed November 
6, 1586. 

In the amended answer the defendant de- 
nies all the allegations of the complaint and 
sets up affirmatively that on June 29, 1556, 
he was the head of a family and otherwise 
qualified and entitled to make a homestead 
entry of 160 acres of the public lands of the 
United States; that on that day he applied 
to the local land office to make such entry 
of the land in dispute, but his application 
was refused; that from such decision he ap- 
pealed to the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office, who affirmed the ruling 
the local land office; there- 
upon an appeal was taken to the Secretary 
ot the Interior, who, on January 11, 1555, 
reversed the former rulings and directed 
that the defendant’s application be received 
and approved; that accordingly the applica- 
tion was made and filed in the local land 
office January 26, 1888, and a receipt for the 
fees paid was given February 17, 1888, and 
that on Januarv 12, 1888, the Secretary of 
the Interior cancelled the plaintiff’s selec- 
tion of the land. 

After oral argument the matter was sub- 
mitted, but after submission Messrs. Strat- 
ton & Uall, attorneys for other parties 
interested in other lands and affected by 
the same questions as the defendant herein, 
were as awini curiae, given leave to file a 
brief, the plaintiff's attorney also al- 
lowed to file a reply thereto—all of which 
has been done. 

Section 23 of the act of Congress entitled 
“An act toincorporate the Texas Pacific 
Railroad Company and to aid in the con- 
struction of its road, and for other pur- 
poses,”’ approved March 3, 1871, (Statutes 
of United States, volume 16, page 579) is as 
follows: 

“That for the purpose of connecting the 
Texas Pacific Railroad with the city of San 
Francisco, the Southern Pacitic Raiiread 
Company of California is hereby authorized 
(subject to the laws of California) to con- 
struct a line of railroad from a point at or 
near Tehachapi Pass, by yy | ef Los An- 
geies, to the Texas Pacific Railroad at or 
near the Colerado River, with the same 
rights, grants and privileges, and subject to 
the same limitations, restrictions and con- 
ditions as were granted to said Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company of California by 
the act of July 27, 1866; provided, how- 
ever, that this section shall in no way 
affect or impair the rights, present or pros- 

tive, of the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad 
Jompany, or any other railroad compan: . 
Section 3 of the act of July 27, 1866, 
nts to the Atlantic and Pacitic Railroad 
ompany “every alternate section of public 
land, not minerai,desiguated by odd numbers 
to the amount of 20 alternate sections per 
mile on each side of said railroad line, as 
said company may adopt, through che Ter- 
ritories of the United States, and 10 alter- 
nate sections of land per mile on each side 
of said railroad whenever it passes through 
any State, and whenever on the line thereof 
the United States have full title not re- 
served, sold, granted or otherwise appropri- 
ated, and free trom preémption or other 
claims or rights at the time the line of said 
road is designated by a plat thereof filed in 
the office of the Commissioner of the Gen- 
eral Land Office; and whenever prior to 
said time any of said sections or parts of 
sections shall have been granted, sold, re- 
served, occupied by homestead settlers or 
preémpted, or otherwise disposed of, other 
lands sball be selected by said company in 
lieu thereof, under the direction of the Sec- 
retary of the Interior, in alternate sections 
ana designated by odd numbers, not more 
than 10 miles beyond the limits of said al- 
ternate sections, and not including the re- 
served numbers; provided,” etc.¢ 

There is nothing in this case to show 
that the general route was ever designated 
—at any rate before the map of definite 
location was filed in March, 1872, if in fact 
by general route is meant any other than 
the definite location. (Vaughan vs. North- 
ern Pacific Railroad, Copp’s L.O., Vol. XII, 
303, 1886.) 

Seetion 18 of the act of July 27, 1866, is as 
follows: *‘And it is further enacted that the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, a company in- 
corporated under the laws of the State ot 
California, is hereby authorized to connect 
with the said Atlantic and Pacific Railroad, 
formed under this act, at such point near 
the boundary line of the State of California 
as they deem most suitable fora railroad 
line to San Francisco, and shall have a 
uniform gauge and rate of freight or fare 
with said road, and, in consideration there- 
of, toaid in its construction, shall have 
similar grants of land, subject to all the 
conditions aud limitations herein provided, 
and shall be required to construct its road 


~on the like regulations as to time and man- 


ner with the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad 
herein provided for. (See Statutes U. &8., 
1865, Vol. —, 302-309.) 

The sections specially se to the 
present case are section 3 of the act of 1866 
and section 23 of the act of 1871. 

It appears from the stipulation that the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company filed its 
map of the designated route of its road 
April 3, 1871, but that the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific filed no such map prior to March 12, 
1872, and that on that day the map was filed 
by it; also that the land in question is 
within the granted or 20 miles limit of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad grant of 1871, as 
shown by its map filed in 1871, and is within 
the indemnity limits of the grant of 1566 
to the Alantic and Pacific Railroad, as 
shown by its map filed in 1872. 

Also that December 6, 1854, the land was 
selected by the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company, and the selection approved; that 
the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad Company 
any partof its road in 
California, and on July 6, 1886, its grant in 
this State was by Congress declared for- 
feited. (Acts of 1885-6, p. 123.) : 

From the stipulation as to the truth of the 
affirmative defense made by defendant it 
appears that the Secretary of the Interior 
(Hon. H, l.. Muldrow acting Secretary) re- 
versed the rulings of the lecal land office 
and of the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office. From a copy of the decision 
of the Secretary it appears that at the time 
the matter was pending in the local land 
office and before the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office it was contended by 
the claimant (defendant herein) that at the 
time of the grant to the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company the land in dispute was 
within the claimed limits of the Rancho San 
José, a Mexican grant, and, consequently, 
excepted from the grant to the railroad com- 


pany. 

' In the present action it will be seen there 
is no such question, the stipulation being 
that it was not within any such Mexican 


grant. 

The Secretary, however, did not base his 
-ecision upon that ground, but held, as it is 
10w contended by defendant before me, 
that the land being within the indemnity 
limits of the grant of July 27, 1866, to the 
Atlantic and Pacific Railroad Company, did 
not pass tothe Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company under its grant of 1871,and for the 
reason that the provision contained in sec- 
tion 28 of the act of 1871 excepted it. 

The case would present a somewhat dif- 
ferent question if this land came within the 
granted limits of the grantto the Atlantic 
and Pacific Railroad Company, and, as it is 
not herein involved nor argued, | am not 

re d to express any opinion upon it. 

The third section of the act of 1866 does 
not grant to the Atlantic and Pacific within 
the 20 miles of granted limits, every odd 
section of land which had not been at the 
date of the act sold or reserved, ete.; but 
pniy every such alternate section which 
nad not been at the date of filing its ma 
(which was in March, 1872) previously soi 
br reserved, etc. So that so far as the At- 
lanticand Pacific Railroad is concerned, 
wny of the lands within the granted limits 
sould have been granted by Congress or 
lisposed of under the preémption or home- 
stead laws of the United States. (See 92 
U. 8., 733; 103 U. S., 739 and 436; 106 U.S., 


And were it not for the provision of the 
section of the act.of 1571, it, 


would be clear that the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company, by filing its map of 
definite locatien nearly one year prior to 
the filing of the map of the Atlantic and 
Pacific became entitled to the land and 
would have been so entitled, even if the 
land came within the granted limits of the 
Atlantic and Pacific grant. ; 

Whatthen isthe effect of the clause, 
“Provided, however, that this section ehall 
in no way affect or impair the rights, pres- 
ent or prospective, of the Atlantic and Pa- 
citic Railroad Company or any other rail- 
road company?” 

Congress had by the act of 1866 made a 
grant tothe Atlantic and Pacific, but this 
grant had not at the date of the act of 1871 
attached itself to any specific land, and so 
the same authority was then in 1871 working 
a second or other grant to the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad, which would necessarily 
conflict with the first at the point of inter- 
sectign of the two proposed routes, it natur- 
ally thought it proper to guard in the sec- 
ond act against any injustice to the gran- 
tee under the first. 

But so far as affecting lands within the 
indemnity limits is concerned, the filing of 
the map of definite location had no eftect 
upon the right of the Government to con- 
vey or dispose of them, or upon the right of 
homestead settlers, or preémptors to enter 
them, as it has been held by the Supreme 
Court of the United States in at least two 
cases, that no right accrues to the railroad 
company to any lands within the indemnity 
belt until the land is selected by the com- 

any. lin other words, that neither prior- 

ty of grant, of location or of construction, 

gives priority of right, but that this Pa 
of right is determined by priority of selec- 
tion. (See 112 U.S., 414; 117 U.S., 406.) 

So that the picture drawn by plaintiff's 
counsel, representing this grant of 1856 to 
the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, hanging from the date of the nt to 
the date of filing its map in 1872, likea 
cloud over all the public lands of the United 
States within the State of California, as 
against the power of Congress, or the rights 
ot settlers, is either nota real picture or 
the cioud nota very dark one. or does 
the picture afford much aid in determining 
whether (to use his other metaphor) the 
proviso in section 23 of the act of 1871, had 
the effect, as against the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company, to cause the grant to the 
Atlantic and Pacific Railroad Company 
1866 to hang suspended like the coffin 
Mahomet between heaven and earth during 
that interval of time. 

The proviso does not purport to affect 
prejudicially any one other than the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company. 

Whilst the two cases last cited establish 
the principle as above laid down, that prior- 
ity of selection by the- railroad company- 
gives the priority of right, stili those cases 
do not go far enough to determine the ques- 
tion now before me. It is clear that the 
Atiantic and Pacific Railroad Company 
never had to the land in dispute any right 
in the sense of a present, existing right, to 
that extent they seem to go, but the proviso 
speaks of rights present and prospective. 
Those cases refer to no such rights as pros- 
pective rights. 

My attention has been called to the late 
decision of the United States Supreme 
Court in the case of the United States vs. 
McLaughlin, decided May 14, 1888 (Sup. 
Court Reporter, vol. 8, p. 1177), but I can 
see nothing in that opinion which mate- 
riaily affects or aids in the decision of the 
present 

That case in effect holds that so — as 
there was left other land sufficient to satisfy 
the grant to the Atlantic and Pacific Rail- 
road Company, Congress could and might 
have granted the land in question to the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company. 

But the question here is not so much as 
to the power of Congress as it is to the in- 
tention. 

I have also, as I believe, carefully recon- 
sidered all the foregoing and some other 
questions not touched upon in writing, and 
am ot the opinion that it was the intention 
of Congress in making the grant to the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company, to 
make none to it which would interfere with 
the grant to the Atlantic and Pacific, and 
that the clause + cali all the rights, pres- 
entand prospective, of the Atlantic and 
Pacific, had the effect not only to except 
from the grant to the Southern Pacific lands 
which might fall within the granted limits 
of the prant to the Atlantic and Pacific, but 
aiso those lands which should be situated 
within the indemnity limits of such grant 
to the Atlantic and Pacific. 

My opinion in ro wise affects the ulti- 
mate decision of the case. The facts are 
stipulated, and in order that the Supreme 
Court might have before it ali the facts 
which could in any way have influenced 
me, I have overruled all objections. 

On the decision in writing herewith filed, 
let judgment be entered for the defendant.

SCHOOL FOR DEAF MUTES. 


Prof. Widd Proposes to Establish 
Such an Institution. 

The subject of the establishment of a 
schoo! for deaf mutes in Los Angeles hay- 
ing been brought to the notice of Tux 
Times by a correspondent, in the shape of 
a letter of inquiry, the matter was referred 
to Prof. Thomas Widd, late principal of the 
Mackay Institution for Protestant Deaf 
Mutes at Montreal. Prof. Widd now re 
sides in this city, on Vermont avenue, be- 
tween Washington and Adams streets. He 
replied to the inquiries as follows: 


am prepared to receive private ils. 
I expect to begin a society for the religious 
and moral instruction of the adult deaf 
mutes in the city and county as soon as the 
Y.M.C.A. building is finished. A room is 
promised me for that pur pose. 1 have often 
thought of starting a private school for deaf- 
mute children as a nucleus to the establish- 
ing of a public institution for Southern 
California, as several of the parents and 
other gentlemen have spoken to me of the 
need of such here. The State institution is 
at Berkeley, and parents object to sendin 
their afflicted ones so far away and at suc 
heavy expense. I have plenty of time on 
my hands for work and will devote it to- 
ward helping the deaf mutes. 

“There are about fifteen adult deaf mutes 
and about a dozen children in Los Angeles 
living without any religious or moral in- 
struction, and it is time we should be ex- 
tending to them a helping hand. Several 
families came here last year who wanted to 
buy homes and settle here, but left because 
there was no school near for their deaf 
children. One advertised in Tur Times 
for a teacher for a long time last winter, but 
failed to get one and left.”

DRUNK AND DUSPERATE. 


Why Plasterer Ellison Took Mimeelt

An inquest was held yesterday afternoon

There were no marks of 
external violence upon the man’s body. 

Will Harcourt, a plasterer, testified to the 
effect that deceased had asked for money 
with which to buy poison, but had been re- 
fused. That while under the influence of 
liquor apparently, as was frequently the 
case, the deceased came up to him while 
talking to some friends at the corner of 
First and Main streets, about 9 o’clock on 
Monday night, and said that the druggist 
had not given him the right drug, as it did 
not take any effect upon him. Did not pay 
aay ‘emeene to him, supposing him to be 

runk, 

L.. Brodie, a carpenter, swore to havin 
known the deceased for about 12 years, an 
that he has been out of work and drunk 
during his residence in this city. On meet- 
ing him on Monday night, did not pay any 
attention to his statement that he would not 
bother his friends any longer about sup- 
porting him, as he was going to do awa 
with himself, as he had several times sai 
the same thing before, but evidently feared 
the consequences, 

The jury rendered a verdict of “died 
from opium poisoning, taken by himseif 
with suicidal intent,” 

Ellison was unmarried, and had no rela- 
tives in this part of the country.

MISPLACKD CONFIDENCE.

A Sister Comes Out from the Fast 
And Finds Him Too Far Gene to 
Recognize Wer—A Fortune of 
$40,000 Dissipated.

Her brother was stretched on a bed and 
seemed tobe in a dying condition. He 
failed to recognize her, and, in fact, did not 
appear conscious at 

e had become nfirmed morphine 
fiend, and was then stupetied by the drug. 
When the giri looked on him, or his skele- 
ton, and remembered what he had veen 
oy | two or three years ago when he came 
to this city, shé broke down completely and 
had to be carried from the room. She w 
taken to her lodgings. 

Now conies the strange part of the story. 
The unfoftunate girl retused fer five days 
to eat fuod of any kind. She visited her 
brother daily until the fourth day, when 
She became so weak that she could not 
leave the room. Up to this time her 
brother had failed to recognize her, and 
this fact alone seemed to break her heart. 
Orn the fourth day she could not leave ker 
room, and would most probably have died 
allalione had not some of her brother’s 
friends learned about the case, They im- 
mediately toek steps to relieve her. When 
they reached her room she was ina fright- 
ful condition, and a physician was called 
in. But he could do os for her, as she 
was starving to death, and positively re- 
fused te take nourishmentof any kind. Her 
newly-made friends did not know what to 
do, but it was finally sugyested that she be 
taken to the Sisters’ Hospital. 

At that place she was placed under the 
care of one of the best nurses in the insti- 
tution, and, after a while, a little nourish- 
ishment was gotten down her throat, and 
she began to improve. Yesterday she was 
resting quite easy and may recover, but no 
one would recognize her as the same rosy- 
cheeked girl who arrived in the city only a 
short time ago, full ot life and health, She 
has not lost her mind, and, when she can 
be induced to talk, her conversation is just 
as rational asever. It seems that she and 


her brother, who are all alone in 
the world, were left a fortune of 
about He ieft her at 


school in the East, and came out here to go 
into business. Foratime all went well, 
but one unlucky day be fell in with one of 
those es hl creatures, known as the Cal- 
ifurnia dope fiend. He soon acquired the 
habit, and it grew on him so rapidly that he 
lost all control of himself, and went to the 
dogs as fast «s possible. He seldom wrote 
to his sister, but she had been provided for, 
and as soon as her school days were over, 
she started for Los — and arrived 
here as above stated. But she had ex- 
hausted her means, and had _  noth- 
ing left. Her brother has_ also 
gone through their fortune, and today 
they are both as poor as paupers. Almost 
every cent of the $40,000 has been oy in 
dissipation, and the young man, who bore 
the very highest reputation unly a couple 
of years ago, is a perfect wreck. His days 
are numbered, and his mind is about gone, 
and the poor sister, who knew pothing 
about the terrible shock that was in store 
for her, is at the Sisters’ Hospital, living on 
‘the charity of kind-hearted strangers. 

What the outcome of this will be none 
can tell, but the noble-hearted men who 
have interested themselves in the unfor- 
tunate couple have written to their eastern 
relatives, and will raise money to send 
them back if their relatives will take them.

A British Consular View of Our Re- 
sources. 


We have received a Consular Report 
to the British Foreign Office from the 
Consular District of San Francisco for 
the year 1887, which contains an inter- 
esting report by Vice-Consul Mortimer 
of this city. 

After doing justice to the wonderful 
growth of the city and county during 
the past year, Mr. Mortimer reviews 
the trade and commerce of this county, 
touching upon salient features which 
are likely to interest the British, and 
many of which, with the Vice-Consul’s 
remarks, furnish food for thought to 
our own people. Regarding wine- 
making, the report states that it has 
not yet been demonstrated that a good 
dry wine can be produeed here, 
aithough a really good sweet sherry 
and an excellent brandy are made. 
The neceSsity for the irrigation of the 


rather higher figure than ha even been 
predicted by a majority of our ‘‘boom- 


ers,” although such an increase, in 
view of past events, is not beyond the 


limits of possibility. 

The following very pertinent and 
truthful paragraph should be read by 
all young Englishmen who contem- 
plate emigrating to California. 


ln my last report I stated: “‘Many Eng- 
lishmen who have come here have been un- 
successful owing to the unpractical educa- 
tion they had received.” In the past year 
80 many cases have come under my notice 
of yeung Englishmen of gvod education 
and position who have been unsuccessful 
here, and who now occupy the humble posi- 
tiens of farm laborers and waiters in restau- 
rants, that I venture to call attention to 
what I conceive to be the explanation of 
the matter. The principal element of suc- 
cess in this.country is the ability to adapt 
one’s self to the ways, habits, mauners and 
business metheds of the people; and it 
must be remembered that a good education 
without knowledge of business methods 
and without special training in a trade or 
—" isin many respects worse than 
useless,

THE CONVENTION MEETS. 

The second Republican State Convention 
of the year met in Odd Fellows’ Hal! at 2 
o’clock this afternoon for the purpose of 
nominating candidates for Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court, Presidential Elec- 
tors and Congressmen. 

The convention was called to order by 
Gen. W. H. Dimond, chairman of the State 
Central Committee. He said the Republi- 
ean party had no lack of representative men 
eminently fitted to occupy the high positions 
which the convention would be called upon 
to fill. He also referred to Harrison and 
Morton, and predicted a Republican victory 
in November, 

G. G. Blanchard of El Dorado was elected 
temporary chairman, and T. R. Knox of 
this city and three others as temporary sec- 
retaries, 

The usual committees were then ap 
pointed.

THE SAN DIEGO CONTEST.

An Emphatic Declaration of the 
Party's Principles.

Matured Views on the Chinese 
the United States. 

Thomas E. Hill writes as follows in 
the July issue of the National Builder, 
the result of a recent trip through Cal- 
ifornia: 

‘The Chinaman is an ever 
factor in all rtions of California. 

e began, during a first visit to 
State seven years ago, to investiga 
his condition with feelings ef pity. 
Since then our opinions have changed 
materially. To admit the celestials 
without restraint would be to drive out 
the whites of the Pacific Coast. In 
their own country the laboring classes 
earn each but a few pennies per day. 
The wages paid here would attract 
hundreds of thousands if they were 
free to come. Once in the country, 
the Chinaman can underbid for work 
any white man living and make money 
then. He asks for none of the acces- 
sories of civilized life. He will slee 
in any ro where he can have shel- 
ter, will live on $20 a year for clothing, 
and $50 for food. 

‘**At these figures he can work for 30 
cents a day, and make money. Take 
the bars down and give free ingress for 
the Chinaman into the United States, 
and the rate of pay for our laboring 
classes will be 50 cents per day in a 
brief time, and even then the China- 
man will cut under and do the work, 
compelling the white laborer to don a 
blue shirt, live on rice and sleep like a 
savage, or go to the wall. 

‘The celestial is simply a servile imi- 
tator, without a particle of originating 
genius, His distinctive peculiarities of 
mind and habit are the result of cer- 
tain teachings of Confucius over 2000 
years ago. e taught that the noblest 
attribute of mind was obedience and 
imitation of the methods and habits of 
those in elevated positions. He fur- 
ther taught that filial love and desire 
to rest after death beside kindred was 
a most noble quality, essential to eter- 
nal happiness. he effect of that 
teaching has filtered down through 
20 centuries, during which time 
the Chinaman has worn his blouse on 
the outside of his pantaloons, had his 
head‘shaved, preserved his queue and 
peed home to die, as his forefathers 

ave done for thousands of years. 
These habits make the Chinaman of 
but little worth asa citizen. His no- 
tion of architecture and building is of 
the jimcrack order. He originates 
nothing. He has nothing new to offer 
by way of suggestion or idea. He 
patronizes no new fashion. He 
simply works for money to go home to 
his kindred with, where he expects to 
die.

“Some Plain Facts for the 
Citizens of Los Angeles

It is not often that we would feel called upon 
to answer such scurrilous communications as 
the Los Angeles Gas Company has seen fit to 
publish: but without some reply the public 
might be misled.

still to pay 8250 per 1000, thus using their 
patrons off the line of our mains, together 
with such people as continue to buy their 
gas at the reduced rate, to break down com- 
petition. 

Falsehood number two is a slur at the press 
of Los Angeles, which doubtless is fully able 
to take care of itself. 

Falsehood number three is to lead people to 
believe that our present business is repre- 
sented by 83,500 009 stock and bonds. The 
fact is well known to the old gas monepoly 
that the above capitalization is in the treasury 
of the company, and when issued will be for 
money and property at its full value, repre- 
senting home industries, which any citizen of 
Los Angeles may be proud to be conn eted 
with. 

Falsehood number four is that the Los An- 
geles Gas Company is selling 23 candle gas to 
its patrons. While not even 20 candle power, 
we will admit their gas has lately been im- 
proved, but how long has it been since the 
candle power was not 14, and what was the 
cause of this wonderful improvement! There 
is nochild in the city so small or so ignorant 
that it cannot answer this cenundrum. 

Falsehood number five is a windy statement 
about the Massachusetts gas law, which in fact 
Oily applies to the gas now being sent out by the 
Les Angeles Gas Company, in addition to which 
their gas aleo contains sulphur, ammonia and 
carbonic acid, none of which impurities exist 

n Lowe gas as manufactured with the pure 
otis of California, and which also contains” 
less carbonic oxide than any other gas made 
in this State. 

Falsehood number six is the statement, that 
the old gas monopoly owns the Lowe patents. 
It never could own more than a restrictive 
license under an unimportant patent which is 
of no use on this coast, besides they in no way 
apply to the present various inventions owned 
and operated by this company. 

Falsehoed number s@ven would lead people 
to believe that the eld gas company had paid 
in $690,000 for its works, when the facte are 
that the present controllers of its plant only 
paid $50,000 and the gas consumers of this 
city have paid the balance by excessive 
charges for peor gas, while their stock has 
been issued for little or no value. 

Falsehood number eight states that the-ma- 
ture of the gas business is such thatitisim- 
possible for mere than one company'to exist 
in the same district and that opposing com - 
panies end in the stronger absorbing the 
weaker. This lie is dispreved by two great 
companies existing im San Francisco and 
many other cities, and the same is true today 
of Los Angeles, and we cannot see why two 
gas companies cannot exist as welb-as two 
grocery stores. 

In concluding their article with unsolicited 
and ungrammatical advice to gas consumers, 
they say “patronize the company who name the 


lowest price per thousand feet” (regardless of ‘ 


quality) ‘‘and thus while the war is on save 
yourself the most money you can,” (for if we 
ever capture the field look out for 3.00 gas of 
l4candle power). 

“Don’t touch a bond or share of stock of 
either company, if you do and are among the 
minority in the end” (you will fare as poorly 
as has the minority in the Los Angeles Gas 
Company). 

In conclusion, we will say that &@ greater in- 
sult was never offered to a community than 
when the old company reduced the price of 
gas to admittedly less than cost in one section 
of the city, in order tothrottle honest compe- 
tition, andin the balance of the city at twice 
and one-half that rate, in order to compel 
good citizens to pave the way for a return to 
higb prices and poor gas all over the city.
